WORTH WINNER OF OVER $25,000. 



II. C. Hallenl»eck’8 great three-year-old. Worth, 
wltose d<ai.t tmik place at Baltimore last w’eek as 
a result of tJtiiHl ]M»isoning following the sevt*riug 
of a tendon in a ra<*e at Pimlico, was the winner 
«»f 4lnring his Iwicf but brilliant career as 

a rui^r. Worili was the acknowdeAlgiHl champion 

aimaig the tW4»-y«sir olds of lull, during which year 
he w*m fen <*f his thirteen starts. His successes as 
a Jiivenib' includeil the winning of the Racelaud 
Stakes al l.s'xiuglou. the Bashford Mamn* Stakes 
at t'liiinhill imwiis aud a $ld,(MiO match race with 
t^tritc at laitouia. This season lus most notable 
L'al was the winning of the Kentucky IK'rby at 
4*liur«'bill IhNwns. His ra«*es as a thiH‘e-year-old, it 
is the general opinion, were not quite up to the 
pr«»uiis«t «»f bis two-year-old form, although he w'as 
iH»t far lieliiini tlie best of .his age in training and 
4*ertainly was in the first flight uimmg the three- 
yearolds <»f the s.^'asou. He was geuerall 3 ' pitted 
agiiiust the la-st luH*ses to be found in training aud 
was aluH»st invarial»l 3 ’ a <*onteuder. 

Worth was imn*liased in Maj', IPll, by H. C. Hal- 
huins-k fi*<mi Galiaher Bros, for the reported price 
ot $UMMio. He was bn*d by It. H. McCarter l*otter, 
iaast«-r <»f tin* P«*4im'sl Stud, Andover, N. J., but be 
was loale<l at tlie establishiutmt of John 11. Morris! 
on a |H>rtk>u of the old W<sHlbum Farm, near Sfiring 
St.<ith»n. Ky.. w’here for several years Mr. Potter 
kept a number of his mares. Worth was foaled 
M.irch 15. IPOP. and was the most robust of all the 
t'ttlis of that year at Woodburn. Lie was taken to 
lAcvingtou during the rsi<*e meeting of the Kentucky 
.%s.s<M-iati4ai in St-pt<'mb«'r, IPIO, and w'as sold in the 
K«'iilm*ky Sales t'mupau.v's auction of thoroughbreds 
to Charles T. Worthington, of Danville, I^.. for 
M2-5. Mr. W«*rthiugton turiUHl him over to (■ullaher 
Br«fs. to he lirukt-u aud trained and by the time the 
lin*tlH>rs w«Te ready to ship their stable to Ja<*ksuu- 
vili«* for tile winter luecdiiig he had demonstrated 
that he |s»ss«*ss<*d more than ordinary merit. During 
the winter they devt'loped such a fancy for him tliat 
ilM-y l*ought liim fr«Hu Mr. Worthington for $.*>.500. 

Worth was a brother to Brown Tliistle and Givat 
Jiibilt*!*. neither of wbf<?h has i's|KH*ially distinguished 
himself. His sire, the English stallion Knight of 
Hie Thistle, is a sou of U«>s«‘b4M'y. the first horse to 
win in the sjune year the Cambridgesbirt' and 
Cesarew'itch llamlica|>s. ami The Empress Maude. 
H'la* Is'st 4if bis get, aside from Wm-th, are Mc- 
C’arter, Jake Samlers and Jacquin. Miss Hanover. 
«lie dam of Worth. Is a daughter of Hanover, and 
was a g<sKl rac«‘ mare. Sh«* won her first start, 
miiuiug the straight tiw eighths o%’cr the Ecli|»sc 
«tHirse at Morris Park in ;58. and behind her in that 
ru4*e were Piiik IhHuino. the dam of Sw'ei'p, and 
Curiosity, the dam of Novelty-. Miss Dawn, Dawn 
of Da.v and Ldth* Mo<»n. r4*s|K*ctlveIy tin* s<*cond. 
ihlr«l aud f«airth dams of W4*rth, were all winners. 
Miss Daw’ll W’as tlie dam of the good W’inners 
Kinioo D. and Early. It is a family of hardy, 
sturdy horses. <*f which Cash Day, a brother to Miss 
Dawn, is pit>hahly the star. 

W’orfli possess<*il an ability to run well iu any 
kind of going and was e<|ually at home at sprinting 
<M* sta.viug. fie W’as a Imrse of comfiaratively small 
siat-. tiut a good weight carrier and as game as a 
fielilih*. Being an bom’st. c^msislent raci'r, he had a 
gnwt and loyal follow’ing in Kentucky, the scene 
of Ids iiMist notable triumphs. He leaves this record 
to show’ for bis two years on the track:

Wlien the list of the Juvenile 
w’iiiiiers at the .vear was pnhlished in Daily Racing Form last month Marta Santa had a slight lead over 
Star SlHMit iu numlier of winners, liut was eonsiderahly behind from the standpoint of money w«hi. Now* 
tl;ese two stallions are tknl in the former item, with Star Slmot’s get still far in the lead in ^speet to the 
aggregate <»f wiuiiiiigs. Each stallion has flftC4*ii winners to his ereilit, while Cesarion, next in order, has 
e'even.
